WASHINGTON. Aug 3 
A m aster plan for reconstructing a peace­ 
ful Europe emerged today from the decisions of the Big Three conference 
at Potsdam. B ut Russia’s role in the conflict w ith Japan rem ains cloak ed 
in secrecy. 
The plan provides tor a G erm any, shorn of territories, wealth and 
power The nation that once aspired the world dominion Is to be limited 
to farming and “peaceful, domestic industries”. 
And it is to be sub­ 
jected to years of Allied control until it earns its way into the family 
of sovereign nations. 
The plan provides also for a reshaped Poland, augm ented by huge 
slices of G erm any and stretching westward to within 
5 0 miles of Berlin, 
and for the addition to Russia ol one-third of the territory of G erm an 
East Prussia. 
It leaves most other decisions, however, to future peace settlem ents. 
And for these the Big Three agreed on a five-power council, including 
Cliitiu and France in addition to the United States. B ritain and Russia. 
Assuming China and France agree to the plan, the five foreign m inisters 
will meet in London by Sept. 1 
• 
The big-power pattern was dLs- 
dosed in a 6,000-word report on the 
Potsdam meeting of Mr 
T inm an, 
Generalissimo
